Summary of Lletus from the Far East, 


The complication with reference to the lekin duties and the 
Convention is increasing, and appears to have arrived at a stage 
which is tolerably complete as a specimen of diplomatic con- 
fusion. While the Convention is still unratified here, we re- 
ceive by the present mail news from China, first that it came 
into operation on the first day of the China New Year (the 13th 
Feb.); secondly, that the Tsungli-Yamen (the Foreign-office at 
Peking) has issued instructions to the effect that lekin duties 
are not leviable on foreign goods (with the exception of opium) 
in the Foreign Settlements—or, in other words, that they are 
leviable upon opium within the Settlements; and lastly, 
that the foreign Consuls at Shanghai have refused to recog- 
nise the regulations issued by the Taoutai (the local Chinese 
official), with respect to the levy of Iekin duties there in any 
form. It would require come ingenuity to improve upon this 
very peculiar game of cross purposes, which would certainly seem 
to call forsome kind of explanation. The reports from the Mis- 
sionaries who proceeded into the interior of Shangtang to assist 
the famine-distressed inhabitants confirm the accounts previously 
received of the extent of the distress. No less than 2,000 cases had 
tobd relieved within three days. Some harrowing particulars are 
given for the first time of the barbarous execution some two 
years ago of the chief of the Miao-taze rebels in Kweichow. If 
the report is to be relied upon, it goes beyond anything that has 
yet been published of the kind. Hong Kong has been chiefly 
occupied with the races, and in festivity connected with the de- 
parture of the late Governor. The census returns show an in- 
crease in the total population of 17,000 since 1872, the figures 
being 139,000, against 121,000. The value of property in the 
Colony is reported to be considerably on the rise. 

The details which are given by the Japan papers concerning 
the insurrection are very conflicting, and are evidently but little 
relied upon by the editors of the local papers, The interest in 
them is, however, considerably diminished, it being already 
known here by telegraphic advices that the Government have 
succeeded in making head against the movement. So far as can 
be gathered from the accounts which are given, it appears that 
the whole body of the Satsuma clan joined in the ivsurrection, 
and that General Saigo has headed the insurgents, It was re- 
ported that Hayashi, the Representative of the Central Govern- 
ment at Kagoshima, had been barbarously cut to pieces. This 
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statement was, however, subsequently denied, but it ‘was con- 
sidered doubtful, at the date of the mail’s departure, whether it 
was true or not. This uncertainty as to the actual news results 
from the Government having taken stringent measures to prevent 
the publication of intelligence concerning the rebellion. It 
seoms, however, generally accepted that up to the date of the 
mail advices, the engagements between the Imperial troops and 
the Rebels had been only paltry affairs,finvolving but small loas 
onseither side. The Japan papers state that news has been 
received to the effect that a famine is raging in the Korea, 

The news from the Straits contains nothing of special import- 
ance. The Government Gazette notifies that fifteen months’ leave 
of absence has been granted to the Hon. W. W. Willans, Colonial 
Treasurer, and that’ Mr. H. Trotter, Postmaster-Geueral, has 
been appointed to actas Colonial Treasurer during Mr. Willans’s 
absence ; also that Mr. A. P. Talbot, Cadet, acting temporarily 
as Assistant-Superintendent, Province Wellesley, has been ap- 
pointed a Justice of the Peace.

YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port 
to the 20th Feb. and we have advices by the Pacific Mail 
Company’ssteamer City of Peking, via San Francisco, seven days 
later, viz, tothe 27th Feb. The French mail from London, 
Dec, 29, arrived out on the 19th Feb., and the following French 
mail of Jan. 5 was received on the 23rd Feb. 

The various rumours which had been for some time in circula- 
tion with respect to probable disturbances were contirmed at the 
date of the mail’s departure. The Herald gives the following 
particulars :— 

We mentioned on the 10th February that within the last 
twenty-four hours rumours of troubles in the Kagoshima ken 
had been current. These unfortunately turned out to be true, 
and a most serious outbreak has occurred. The Satsuma clan, 
although some of the highest positions in the Government are 
filled by its members, has long been dissatisfied with the present 
national policy, and has been a source of much anxiety to the 
authorities who have done their utmost to placate the clan, 

rtly from fear and partly from policy. is has, however, 

n all but fruitless, and the whole body is now in a state of 
insurrection. For some days Government appeared to be in a 
state of doubt as to what course to adopt, and it was known 
that grave differences of opinion existed in ita councils ; 
pases was at first to be had recourse to; eventually, 
jowever, the advocates of force appear to have prevailed, and 
on the 19th a proclamation was issued stating the fact of 
there being an insurrection, and that an expedition would be 
sent against the rebels. Meanwhile the Government has been 
pouring all its available forces into the disturbed districts, and 
the Mikado’s uncle, H.I.H. Arisugawa-no-miya, has been ap- 
inted to the chief command. Stringent regulations have been 
issued with regard to persons carrying petty ie the newspapers 
have been forbidden to publish information, no native Messages 
are transmitted by telegraph, and even foreign messages in 
cipher to local ports have been forbidden. Under these circum- 
stances nothing is allowed to transpire but from official sources, 
and it is therefore extremely ditticult to ascertain the exact facts, 
It has, however, oozed out that the insurgents have quitted their 
own province and penetrated some distance into the neighbour- 
ing one, where they appear to have encountered the imperial 
forces in several skirmishes, in two of which, at least, the govern- 
ment troops have been defeated. It appearsalso to be a fact that 
General Saigo (elder brother of the one who was one of the com- 
missioners to Philadelphia), who has fora long time been residing 
on his estates, has joined the rebels. As he is a man of very 
great influence not only in Satsuma but throughout Japan, and 
has previously given proofs of capacity, his defection is of great 
concern to the Government. What also tells against it is that 
many of the troops aud the greater portion of the navy are 
Satsuma men, and it yet remains to be seen whether they will 
fight resolutely against their clansmen. The situation is a serious 
one, and inspires the gravest apprehensions, especially as later 
Tumours serve to show that the insurgent feeling is spreading, 
It must, however, be remembered that the present rising is not 
against the Mikado, nor his family, but solely against his mini- 
sters, who by their late treatment of the samurai have made 
themselves very unpopular with that class, Our latest news 
reports that Saigo and two other generals who have joined the 
inaurgents have been deprived of their rank in the army. Con- 
sequent on this insurrection the Mikado has remained at Kioto, 
which may at present be looked upon as the seat of government, 
* of his Ministers being there. Even there, however, there 
~eems perfect safety, asa party of men entered the palace 

the night of the 16th inst. armed with naked swords. 





They were, however, discovered by the guard, but managed to 
effect their escape. 

The latest news received from Kagoshima was that the repre- 
sentative of the Central Government, Hayashi, whilst holding a 
conference on the 9th February there, was vet upon, and cut to 
pieces. Troops were being actively sent by the Government to 
the seat of the disturbances. The Joti Maru, which sailed on 
the 14th February, took over 600 troops, and ‘the Hiogo Marw 
sailed the same evening with 1,000 more. Four other steamers 
of the Mitsu Bishi Company had been chartered by the Govern- 
ment as transports. It was reported that the M. B.M. S. S. 
Tathei Maru was, on her arrival at Kagoshima from the Loo- 
choo islands, captured by the rebels. Kawamura, Minister of 
the Naval Department, having collected several men-of-war at 
Nagasaki, proceeded with them to the province of Bingo near 
Satsuma, 

The editors of two native papers were summoned to the Sai- 
bausho for publishing certain information from Satsuma. They 
were requested to produce their authorities, and were informed 
that the Government disliked having the Satsuma difficulties. 
discussed. 

Mr. Kumagai, of Akita ken, who formerly held a position of 
the fourth rank in the Finance Department, has been made chief 
mannger of the bank which the kuazoku purpose forming with 
half the money derived from the capitalisation of their pensions, 
in June next, The postal service has been stopped west of Ku- 
mamoto. Mr. Ebihara, editor of the Buma Shinshi, and a native 
of Kagoshima, was arrested on the 14th inst., it being suspected 
that he was in league with the Kagoshima insurgents. 

‘The report of Hayashi’s death in Kagoshima given above was. 
subsequently denied, and it was stated that he left Oita ken on 
hearing of further trouble in Kagoshima, but before entering 
that province a report reached him that eighteen Government. 
officials who were not natives of Satsuma had been imprisoned ; 
consequently he returned to Yamaguchi, from whence it is said 
that he telegraphed to the Naimusho on the evening of the 13th 
Feb. The Herald, however, is not satisfied with the denial, and 
states that there are still many who believed in its truth. 

Mr. E. M. Satow, Japanese Secretary to the British Legation, 
who had been on a visit to Dr. Willis, at Kagoshima, made his 
way overland, without molestation, and was, at the date of last. 
advices, at Nagasaki, en route for Tokio. 

The Aodeste has been ordered to Kagoshima, for information, 
and to afford protection, if necessary, to the few Europeans 
fulfilling engagements there. 

The Government appears almost to have slid back to Kioto, ite 
ancient seat. The Emperor, Empress, and Empress Mother, 
and most of the Court and officers of the household were there, 
and all the members of the Government, with the exception of 
Iwakura and Okuma, who remained at Tokio to give directions 
there. 

A Chinese theatre in the settlement, which, it seems, also did 
duty as a gambling-house, has been surrounded and entered by 
the Japanese police, who captured fourteen Chinamen and a 
score of Japanese, and brought them to the police-station, where 
they were locked up. An unlucky Japanese, who at the time 
the police invaded the gaming-room wanted to make his escape 
through a window in the upper story, had a fall, aud died im 
consequence of the injuries received. ; 

A native paper, the Mainichi Shimbun, referring to the over- 
supply of silkworms’ eggs, which resulta anoually ia a large 
number being destroyed, snggests that the Government ought to 
prohibit for a time the export of eggs, except to carry out orders. 
from abroad. It adds that as it would be much more inconve- 
nient for foreigners to give orders for silk worms’ eggs thun to 
buy them when offered for sale in the market, and when they 
can beat down the price, a prohibition as above-mentioned would 
for a time cause the export of silkworms’ eggs to be entirely dis- 
continued ; but this need not be regretted until the Japanese 
haveaacertained whether the silk worms’ eggs of France and Ital \y 
are inferior to their own or not. If they are superior to theirs. 
the export of silkworms’ eggs from Japan would cease by itself, 
without the aid of any Government prohibition, because French 
and Italian dealers will not travel many thousand miles to fetch. 
an article that is inferior to what they already have got at home. 
themselves. But a Government ;prombition would nevertheless 
have the good effect that it would hasten that state of things, 
and turn the attention of Japau merchants from silk worms’ egurs 
to silk thread, 

The examiuations of the principals in the recent attempt to 
forge notes of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank has been con- 
tinued in the several Consular Courts, and some of the prisoners. 
have been committed for trial.

Another insurrection, and one which beyond a doubt and 
without any exaggeration is the most serious the Government of 
the Mikailo has yet had to encounter, has broken out in the pro- 
vince of Satsuma, It was not unexpected ; indeed, the proba- 
bility is that the moet farsighted among the Ministers looked 
upon it as inevitable, and its advent as a mere matter of time. 
On the 12th of this month intelligence was received at the capi- 
a and at Kioto, where the Mikado and his Court are now so- 
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journing, of an armed rising at Kagoshima, That rising has 
now matured into a thoroughly concerted and armed revolt. 
Since then all the energies of the Government have been devoted 
to measures for repressing it. All the vessels of the Mitsu 
Bishi Company, over which, it will be remembered, the Govern- 
ment reserved control, have been availed of as transports, and 
by this time from twenty-five to thirty thousand men of the 
‘Imperial troops have been assembled on the frontiers of the in- 
surgent province, the coasts of which are closely watched by the 
 men-of-war. Since the outbreak, until two days ago, nothing 
had been heard of Saigo the elder, the titular Commander-in- 
Chief of the Mikado’s armies. It was said that he had refused 
to have anything to do with the insurrection ; had used, indeed, 
all his persuasive eloquence to induce his clansmen to disperse ; 
and that, failing to influence them, he had withdrawn to some 
solitary fastness in the interior of the province. Now it appears 
that he has been to Kioto, and had there an interview with the 
Emperor, to whom he presented a petition containing eleven 
articles the demands of which were each and all categorically 
denied. On this he returned to Satsuma, and is now at the 
head of the insurgent shizoku. Prince Arisugawa-no-miya, 
cousin and probable heir to the Mikado, is in command of the 
Imperial troops. Some so-called engagements, really mere 
skirmishes of outposts, are already reported ; but their result 
is unimportant. Although startling news is hourly expected, 
hopes are still entertained that. a sanguinary issue may still be 
avoided. Indeed, the sympathies of many foreigners are with 
the Satsuma men, who, if in power, it ia thought would open 
the resources of the country, with a view to their development, 
to foreign capital. Some of the foreign representatives, espe- 
cially Sir Harry Parkes, are said to be in favour of counselling 
the Government to compromise matters. The chief demand of 
the insurgents is, no doubt, the dismissal of several members of 
the Ministry, Sanjo, for instance, the Premier, and Okuma, the 
Finance Minister. At the present moment it might be rash for 
any foreigner to express decided opinion as to the issue of 
the matter ; so I will only say that I think that the Govern- 
ment can put down’the insurrection, provided they can depend 
upon tho fidelity of the army; but how far that fidelity can be 
counted upon after Saigo’s defection and his dismissal from his 
t a8 commander-in-chief (the notice of his dismissal has just 
Been published) remains to be proved. Meanwhile it is a little 
strange that almost simultaneously his brother should have been 
appointed Acting Minister at War ; and in view of all the com- 
plications of Japanese policy, and the thorough reticence pre- 
served by all in authority, foreigners have nothing to do but to 
keep quiet, and await results—pending which all business is vir- 
ly at a atandatill. 


OSAKA, HIOGO, &e. 

There has been a storm in a teacup—in one aspect, however, 
undoubtedly of some importance—raised at Kobe, in consequence 
of Mr. Newwitter, the Chairman of the Municipal Council, 
having on his own responsibility offered an address in the name 
of the Council to the Mikado. The affair seems to have set 
Kobe all a flame, and the Hiogo News contains a correspondence 
from which it would seem that Mr. Newwitter had no authority 
whatever either to draw up, or present the address to the 
Mikado, who, if his Majesty ever received it, was imposed on 
by the supposed concoctor and alleged presenter, who at all 
events is responsible for the printing of the address in the news- 

pers, as he personally handed it to the press for publication. 

he Japan Herald observes that the “action taken by members 
of the Council is by no means superfluous, as the conduct of 
their Chairman rendered it necessary that the Council should 
vindicate itself from the disgrace which would otherwise attach 
to it,”—a vindication all the more necessary from the fact that 
the address, though yery loyal, was not over grammatical. 











CHINA. 


PEKING. 

The correspondent of the Celestial Empire, under date Feb. 
1, writes :— 

The foreign residents in Peking have been doing their best to 
endure cheerfully the shutting out of the outer world. Just 
before the New Year a very successful theatrical exhibition was 
given by the British Legation. More recently Mr. Mayers has 
given a leciure on Chinese literature. Paper hunts have been in 
woree this season for the first time in Peking. The loose, dusty 
soil of this neighbourhood makes riding safe even in the midst 
of the frost; still, there have been the usual number of 
tumbles, but though the effects of one or two have been 
unpleasant enough, there has not been any serious damage 
done. Apropos of your criticism of Dr. Schereschewsky’s 
critizism of the Chinese mandarinate, I have just heard of a 
Che-hsien in a neighbouring town who was in the habit of 
going about in various disguises to detect gambling-houses. 

ie joined in the gambling, pawned a garment, and came next 
day with his attendants to redeem it and capture the proprietors 
of the establishment, who generally got a severe bambooing. 
Drunkards at fairs were arrested and treated in the same way. 
Gambling and drunkenness became scarce in that region during 





this magist-atea tenure of office. Having never heard of 
such another case, I came to the conclusion that Dr. Scheres 
chewsky’s criticism is substantially correct, and that the instances 
of incorruptible officials cited in your article form just about the 
number of exceptions which are necessary to constitute a rule. 

The Daily News gives the following with reference to the 
lekin duties question : 

A pr nation is issued from the office for the collection of 
likin duties on foreign merchandise :— 

“All foreign goods imported into the foreign settlements of 
Shanghai, and sold to uative merchiuuts, have hitherto been sub- 
ject to Lkin duties for the support of troops (or other State pur- 
poses) ; but now despatches have be ived from the Tsung-li 
Yamen announcing his Imperial Majesty’s gracious assent to 
the arrangement in virtue of which, from the Ist day of the 
3rd year of the Kuang-su, all bondi side imports of foreign origin, 
with the exception of opium, may be sold in the foreign settle: 
ments of Shanghai without paying Addu taxes. In addition, there- 
fore, to the instructions given to the heads of the Likin Tax-ollice, 
this Proclamation is jointly issued by us, in order that from the 
day when the change takes place all merchants may order them- 
selves accordingly. But this immunity from taxation only 
applies to foreign’ goods (excepting opium) while in the foreign 
settlements. Opium, uative produce, and foreign goods being 
sent into the interior fur sale, which have not paid the regular 
half-import duties, cannot be exempted. These will all be sub- 
jected to likin taxation, exactly as before. Let no understanding 
arise ! Let there be no confusion ! This is devoutly to be hoped. 
—A special proclamation !” 

A proclamation is issued by the office for the collection of 
likin taxes on opium :— 

All importations of opium have been subject to the conditions 
laid down in the opium clause of the Treaty, and not classed with 
the importations of other foreign goods, Now, a new code of 
regulations has been issued by the Tsung-li Yamen, according to 
which, from the Ist day of the 3rd year of Kuang-su, all bona 

























fide imports of foreign origin will be exempted from likin in the 


foreign settlements of Shanghai. Bat, as regards opium, we 
have received a despatch from the Comptroller of the Northern 
Treaty Ports (Li Hung-chang) to the effect that, in pursuance of 
arrangements arrived at by Pah (von Brandt) the German 
Minister, it is not included in the immunity from Zitin taxation 
extended to other foreign goods. Moreover, this office has 
been informed by the Superintendent of Customs that all 
foreign goods are henceforward exempted from likin taxes in 
the foreign settlements, with the exception of opium, which will 
be subjected to taxation as heretofore. ‘Therefore, besides the 
instructions thus given to the /ikin opium office, this Proclamation 
is now immediately issued, for the guidance of other Yamens 
and the information of every merchaut engaged [in the trade]. 
All opium at Shanghai aud Chinkiang will be taxed, as has 
been the case hitherto. It is not included in the exemption of 
other goods, Let there be no confusion !— A special proclama- 
tion 1” 


. TIENTSIN. 

The Worth China Daily News correspondent states that Her 
Britannic Majesty's Consul at the above port notities that a 
Chinese subject cannot become a landrenter in the British Con- 
cession without the special permission of Her Majesty’s Minister, 
and undertaking, with the officially certitied consent of his 
national authority, to obey all reculations made for the good 
government of the Settlement, Apropos de quoi? It would be 
interesting to know. 

‘The Courier’s correspondent says : 

A story is in circulation that at one of the rice dispensing 
establishments for women, an effort was made some weeks since 
to kidnap a young girl, who was taken toa house of bad reputa- 
tion outside the North-gate, whence in due time she was rescued, 
It is now reported that this establishment has been seized 
the officials, and converted into a soup-house, by way of reprinal: 
The man Yun, who poisoned the millet grain of the poor, to 
render it uneatable, that his revenues might be augmented, is 
not yet known to have received any other punishment than 
jnearceration, 

Three members of the English Methodist Mission are now in 
the interior of Shantung, and they report that they have never 
before so directly confronted misery from famine, It is terrible 
to witness the scenes resulting from it, heartrending to hear the 
stories of suffering. Within a single period of three days more 
than two thousand cases were relieved, and one morning more 
than a thousand starving creatures thronged the gates before 
breakfast. The method which has been adopted is that of 
sending intelligeut natives into the villages, who confer with the 
headmen in regard to the number actually destitute in that place, 
and to these persons tickets are issued, entitling to millet at the 
town occupied as a head-quarters. Notwithstanding the great 
distress, there has been no signs of violence or lawlessness. By 
the appointment of fixed times for distribution, systematic relief 
has been secured to many destitute districts. The applicants 
come from all quarters, many of them walking most of the night, 
and returning to their distant houses, overflowingly grateful for 
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asmall supply of grain. The weather continued cold, and the 
snow which fell on New Year's Eve is atill much of it on the 
ground. 


KWEICHOW. 

The Correspondent of the Celestial Empire gives some interest- 
ing particulars concerning a new religious society called the 
Tsing-Sien-Kian, on which it appears the authorities have re- 
cently been making a raid, and have imprisoned eight or ten of 
its members, most of whom are defenceless women, widows, &c. 
The members of this society are very strict in abstaining from 
all kinds of animal food and sexual intercourse, as well as from 
opium and wine. A book called the Kwan-yin Kyin is their 
guide in religious matters. This book appears to me to be a cor- 
rupted history of the Biessed Virgin Mary ; but however that 
may be, the members appear to be very orderly and well con- 
ducted people, whose principle aim is to “do good in way of alms 
and other assistance to those who need it, and to release all 
animals they can afford to pay for. ‘The members of this society 
are very numerous in this province, and the present persecution 
may do a great deal of harm to the tottering Government which 
appears to be afraid of its most peaceful subjects, while the 
Municipal authorities feel much annoyed at this interference 
with their liberty by the officials. 

The North China Herald has the following : - 

The following is a description of the manner in which the in- 
surgent Chief of the Miao-tsze Aborigines in Kweichow, Kao 
Ho by name—whose capture and execution “with the extreme 
of torture” was celebrated in an Imperial decree in 187: 
put to death, as reported at the time by an eye-witness 
criminal judge, attended by executioners, in the presence of the 
gasembled armies, ordered” Kao Ho to. be stripped and wound 
around with strong iron wire, each coil being a few inches apart, 
and drawn so tightly that it caused the flesh to rise between the 
coils. When this was done and he was securely bound to a 
stake, the executiovers began their work of slowly picking the 
flesh from the bones with sharp iron instruments something like 
a three-pronged fork. . . . To givea little variety to their amuse- 
ment, the executioners beheaded several inferior rebel chiefs 
while Kao Ho was left standing, and then returning to him, 
they cut off the head from the still liviug skeletoa of bones.” 
who can help admiring the ancient civilisation and classical lore 
which produce such results ? 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 23rd 
Feb. ; the French mail from London Dee. 29 was received on 
the 16th Feb., and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 5 ar- 
rived out on the 19th Feb. 

The Treaty Consuls have refused to give their assent to the 
lekin exemption rules which have been proponed by the Taoutai 
and have been the subject of so much discussion. The Sinpao, 
however, publishes a series of proclamations by the Taoutai, and 
‘by the Offices for the collection of dekin on foreign goods and on 
opium, affirming the exemption of foreign goods from lelun 
within the Settlements of Shanghai, on and after the first day 
of the New-Year. ‘From the first day of the third year of 
Kwang-su (13th Feb. 1877), all bona fide imports of foreign 
origin, with the exception of opium, may be sold in the foreign 
Settlements of Shanghai, without paying lelin taxes.” Opium, 
the North China Daily News observes, is of course in the same 

ition as before, having been specially excluded from the 

efit of the new arrangement by the third Clause of the Trade 
section of the Chefoo Convention, which appears to have been 
since agreed to by Mr. von Brandt and the other foreign 
Ministers. 

According to the North China Herald a salutary step in the 
direction of progress has been taken by the Chinese, It is 
stated that orders have been issued by some “large mandarin” 
in the North—presumably Li Hung-chang, from whom all things 
seem now to emanate—that junks trading between Shanghai and 
Tientsin are to carry red and green lights affixed, like our own 
sailing lights. A gentleman in Shanghai was asked the other 
day to describe these lamps, where they should be placed, which 
colour, on which side, &., by the owner of ten junks, who 
announced that he was going to procure them, and havetheta ready 
-against the re-opening of the Peiho, The other junk owners will, 
itis presumed, have to follow suit by the same time, and the danger 
of collisions, which is so frequent under the present system, Will 
he thus greatly diminished. Of course, if they can, the Chinese 
will exhibit the lights on the wrong side, hinder part before, or 
in some otlier way than they are intended; but it is understood 
the sockets of the Iamps used in English ships are so constructed 
now that the lamps will not go in their place otherwise than 
properly. In any,case the appearance of lights will show steamers 
that there is some object which is not a steamer, and which it is 
their business to avoid ; and we know too well how very im- 
perfectly the old system of burning paper, or of waiving or hoist 
ing a feeble Chinese lantern, conveyed this warning. 

From the above paper we take the following :— 
An incident has happened at the Mixed Court, which will 
hardly be allowed to pass without some official notice. George 














Ford summoned two of his servants for making a diaturbance—

the complainant does not affect the guilt of the defendants; and 
hat Chen is asked to do is to try his own countrymen, not

Judgment has been given in the case of the C.N. Company v. 
Francis, in favour of the defendant us regards the larger amount 
of Tis. 6,073.30, and in favour of the plaintiffs as regards the 
Tis. 57.18. The Judge held that, although a principal is liable 
for the tort or negligence of his agent, yet we are to understand. 
the doctrine with its just limitation, that the tort or negligence 
oceurs in the course of the agency. A principal is not liable for 
the acts of his agent in matters beyond the scope of his agency 
unless he has expressly authorised them to be done, or has sub- 
sequently adopted them. Shaw was certainly acting beyond the 
scope of his agency in misappropriating money, The Tix, 57.18 
was altogether another matter. It was simply a brokerage 
which Shaw entered as paid, but which he had never paid ; and 
in being required to repay it, Francis aud Co, are simply required 
to rectify an erroneous entry. Shaw may or may not have con- 
trived to pocket the sum himself, but he at any rate neglected to 
pay it, and plaintiffs could not be debited with it in their general 
account with Francis and Co. 

The Marine Engineers’ Institute, which was opened at the 
Temperance-hall about twelve months’ ago, may now be regarded. 
asa permanent institution. At the annual meeting of the mem- 
bers the Secretary reported that there were now sixty paying 
members on the books, and a balance in hand of $59. The 
library consisted of over 500 volumes of books, and during the 
year the reading-room had been well supplied with home and 
foreign newspapers, magazines, and periodicals. The Very Rev. 
Dean Butcher delivered an address, and Mr. Buchanan, the Pre- 
sident of the Institute, presented Mr. Nesbitt, second engineer 
on the steamer Europe, with a valuable microscope as the prize 
for the best essay on “The Chinese ; their Capabilities as En- 
gineers,” which, it may be said, was not flattering to the Ce- 
lestials. 

‘A general meeting of members and friends of the N.C. Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society has been held. There was a more 
than usually numerous attendance, several ladies being present. 
MrT. W. Kingsmill, the newly-elected_ president, occupied the 
chair, and opened the proceedings by reading the farewell ad- 
dress presented to Mr. W. H. Medhurst, the late president of the 
society, on his departure for home, together with that gentle- 
man’s reply. In accordance with the new rale the following 
were declared duly elected members of the society :—His 
Excellency the Hon. J. H. Ferguson, Drs. Krauel, Hopkins, 
and 3B. Christiensson; Messrs, Schmidt, Wade, eller, 
Schultze, Rochet, R. Starkey, H. J. Fisher, A. Daven- 
port, and G. G. Lowder, The President explained the non- 
production of Mr. Martin’s Museum Report, which throu; 
pressure of business he had himself forgotten to bring, but he 
was certain the meeting would join bim in offering xcordial vote 
of thanks to Mr. Martin for thesame. This was agreed to unani- 
mously, and there being no other business, the President pro- 
ceeded to deliver his inaugural address. Although lengthy, the 
address, which embraced a review of recent geological researches, 
bearing especially on the glacial theory, and an expression of 
opinion on the period immediately antecedent to history, was 
listened to with attention throughout, its interest being con- 
siderably heightened by the exhibition of numerous organic 
remains found, we believe, ia Szechuen. The Rev. J. Thomas 
prope a vote of thanks to Mr. Kingsmill, which was carried 

yy acclamation, and the proceedings terminated. 

The annual meeting of the Shanghai Race Club has been held. 
After the passing of the accounts, which showed a balance in 
hand of Tls, 1,933.89, plans for the rebuilding of the stables at 
the Grand Stand were examined and discussed. The cost is not. 
to exceed Tls. 5,00 and the reconstruction is to be proceeded 
with gradually, 80 as to avoid getting into debt. The plans were 
ultimately agreed to unanimously.—The next business was the 
election of stewards. Messrs. Hitch and Fergusson retired, and. 
it was understood that Mr. Paterson would be likely shortly to 
doso. The following were elected, Mesers. Hart, Low, Waine- 
wright, Overbeck, Boyd, Coutts, and Ringer. A’ conversation, 
raised by Mr. Love, took place as to the expediency of expunging 
the fifteenth by-law, and a vote, taken by way of an expression. 
of opinion merely, resulted in favour of doing so. The power to 
deal with the by-laws rests with the stewards, but it vas thought 
better that they should be guided by the opinion of the members 
present.

It isrumoured that a change of some vital nature has occurred 
with regard to the Pacitic Mail Company, by which it becomes 
absorbed into another company under American auspices, which 
will run direct through to Shanghai in opposition to the Mitsu 
Bishi Company. 

A letter from a missionary gentleman at Hankow informs us 
that he and a friend, with whom he was travelling, met with a 
rather inhospitable reception in Hunan, in one town of which 

rovinee, at any rate, the Yunnan Proclamation neither had 
n, nor seemed likely to be, posted. By a recent post we have 
received a letter from our correspondent at Kweichow, mention- 
ing a rumour that two foreign gentlemen had been roughly 
treated in the former province. Whether the incidents referred 
to are identical we can hardly say, but however this may be 
there seems no doubt that Hunan is determined to earn a cele- 
brity for its loyal detestation of the foreigner. 

It is reported that his Honour, the Taoutai, will proceed upon 
his filial expedition to Urga early in the spring. We believe, 
however, that his movements are uncertain, and depend upon 
advices from head-quarters, 

We hear from trustworthy quarters that a few days ago some 
persons went down to Woosung, on behalf of the Chinese autho- 
rities, to take observations and measurements of the Woosung 
Creek at a certain point about two miles above the present 
sstution, their avowed object being the erection of a railway 
bridge. This looks as though an extension of the present line 
to Soochow was being seriously contemplated ; and we most 
sincerely trust that such is, in fact, the case. Were the project 
to be carried out, the new line would probably be laid from the 
‘Woosung, and not from the Shanghai, terminus, one reason 
being that from the former place the route would run through 
districts of greater commercial importance than the route from 
Shanghai. ‘The point is, however, immaterial ; the great thing 
us to get the line extended, and this, we trust, will ere long be 

lone. 

The passengers on the Woosung Railway have been very 
numerous lately ; so much so, indeed, that the other day it was 
found necessary to attach two engines to the train. People seem 
to have got into the habil of taking the train down to Woosung 
-and then walking back—a pleasant change from the monotonous 
tramp upon the Bubblivg Well-road, which for so long has been 
‘the principal walk out of the Settlement. 


FOOCHOW. 

A correspondent of the Daily News says Mr. Hobson, Com- 
missioner of Customs, and My. Van Stappen, Assistant, have 
proceeded in the steamer Leng Feng to Wenchow, to open the 
‘Custom House at that port, “The same paper is also informed 
that Mr. 'T. M. Brown, of Carisbrooke notoriety, has been ap- 
pointed Deputy Commissioner, in-door staff, at’Canton, and is 
Succeeded by Captain Clayson, late of the’ Faihoo. Captain 
Cocker will take charge of the Feitoo, aud Captain Farrow of 
the Leng Feng. The China Merchanta’ Company intend to run 
‘one or more of the steamers regularly between Foochow and 
Shanghai. 





7 HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the Ist March ; the French mail

The farewell dinner which was given to H.E. Sir arthur 
Kennedy prior to his departure was most enthusiastically 
attended. The chair was taken by the Hon. H. B. Gibb, and 
-about a hundred sat down, the dinner being served in St. 
-Andrew’s Hall, which was decorated with flags and evergreens, 
The tables were beautified by a fine display of silver cups, 
schiefly those won at the last race meeting, which had just 
been concluded, a prominent place being given to the 
famous Hong Kong Challenge Cup, the property of Mr. 
Magniac, one of the finest specimens of silver work 
vever seen in the East, The vice-chaire were occupied by the 
Hons, P. Ryrie, W. Keswick, and H. Lowcock. ‘the band of 
LM. 28th Regiment, under Mr. Hurst, was in attendance, and 

layed a selection of appropriate music during the evening. ‘The 

‘hairman, in proposing Sir Arthur's health, said that in him 
they had had an honest and sterling Governor, that the Chinese 
had prospered, and the colony had become improved. People 
in Hong Kong now heard nothing of the personal attacks and 
robberies which were once so rife, and serious crime was almost 
‘blotted out. This he considered due to the energetic manner in 
swhich his Excellency had worked the police foree. Sir Arthur 
Kennedy, in responding, attributed much that had been accom- 
plished to those who had co-operated with him,and acknowledged 
‘with warmth the compliment which had been paid to him. He 
said his policy had always been to find out the best men, put 
them in their right places, and then interfere with them as little 
as possible. Deputations from the Chinese community, the 











Legislative Council, and-the Protestant Missioneries in Hong 
Kong have presented farewell addresses to Sir Arthur, who left 
(as already noted) on the 1st March. 

The China Mail, in commenting upon the last Blue-book, says 
that this batch of papers, coming at the present time, is remark- 
ably suggestive of the play of “Hamlet” with the part of /amlet 
left out. There is everything in it,except what the public at 
home and out in China more particularly want, that is the report 
made by the Hon. Mr. Grosvenor concerning the investigation 
in Yunnan. “Upon this point, it appears that the Home Go- 
vernment preserves a discreet silence ; and as it is not likely 
that they would consider there was anything to conceal, had the 
report from Mr. Grosvenor been satisfactory, it is tolerably clear 
that the contrary is the ease.” 

The races took place from the 22nd to the 24th February, 
and appear to have come up to the average of late years. The 
grand stand was probably not so much patronised this year as 
last, through the fortunate circumstance that there was much 
less need for shelter, but the attendance at the meeting, both at 
the grand stand and elsewhere, was fully equal to that of previous 
years. 

In the Supreme Court on the 27th the case of Thomas Coales, 
charged with embezzling Goverstaent Stores, waa tried. Before 
the case for the prosecution was concluded, an adjournment was 

roposed. One of the jurors urged hard to have it put off till 

‘hursday, the Ist March, as the 28th was a double mail day, but 
the Chief Justice could not see the justice to the prisoner of ad- 
journing till Thursday. Eventually, the jury acquitted Coales 
without. hearing the defence. 

The Returns of the Census of the population of the Colony, 
taken in December last, are published in the Government 
Gazette. The whole population in 1872 numbered 121,985, it is 
now 139,144, showing an increase in four years of 17,159. The 
major part of this increase is in the Chinese population in 
Victoria, Kowloon, and the villages. The European and 
American community is larger by 247, but this is almost solely 
attributable to the number of Portuguese who have made Hong 
Kong their residence since the partial destruction of Macao by 
typhoon and fire in 1874. Nearly every other nationality shows 
a decrease, especially amongst male adults. There are now 86 
British, 12 German, 12 American, and 10 Danish male adult 
residents less than in 1872, The fixed European and American 
residents include 699 British, of whom 342 are men; 1,708 
Portuguese, of whom 418 are men; 154 Germans, of 
whom 112 are men; 81 Americans, of whom 47 are 
men; 45 French, of whom 33 are men; 23 Italians, of 
whom 7 are men ; 12 Spanish, of whom 8 are men ;8 Danish, of 
whom 7 are men; 5 Swiss, of whom 4 are men; 5 Dutch, of 
whom 4 are men; and 4 Swedish all of whom are men. All 
the villages, with the exception of Stanley, have more or less 
added to their inhabitants. The typhoon in 1874 destroyed a 
large number of houses in the village of Stanley, and many of 
these have not been since re-built. Certain projected improve- 
ments will, however, it is to be trusted, restore the place to its 
former thriving state. The fishing villages, as Aberdeen, Stanley, 
and Shau-ki-Wan may be called, should prosper, as they are now 
frequented by more than three times the number of fishing- 
boats to what they were four years ago. Late sanitary reforms 
have done much to improve the condition of the inbabitants in 
these villages. Yow-mah-tee in Khowloon has becomea new 
town within the last few months, and will continue to increase, 
if facilities are afforded to the boat-builders and to the junk 
people, who repair thither to careen and repair their vessels, for 
on these the trade of the place chiefly depends. 

The report. of the directors to the sixth ordinary meeting of 
shareholders in the Chinese Insurance Company, to be held on the 
2nd March, has been issued. Accounts for the twelve months 
ending 31st December, 1876, show that, after paying the interest 
on the capital, and providing for the working expenses of the 
ice, &c., adjusting claims for losses, and carrying forward to 
next year’s account the sum of $60,969.24 to meet claims pending 
upon known casualties, together with premia on unexpired risks, 
there remains a profit of $34,522.81 available for appropriation ; 
and in accordance with the articles of association, two-thirds of 
this sum will be distributed aa a bonus to contributors (=8 per 
cent), and the remaining third to be placed to the credit of the 
reserve fund, which will then stand at $62,507.60. 

From the China Mail we take the following general news :— 

We have been informed, Sorsugh the courtesy of a shipmaster, 
that the steamer reported as wrecked on the Karang Hadjie Reef 
(Banka Straits) is the little steamship Fokien. This vessel, 
which, it may be remembered, ran as a night boat on the Canton 
River, and was in collision with the cruiser Chen Jui on the 28th 
‘August last year, was sent first to Singapore for sale, and thence 
on to Batavia. 

‘We have just heard of a sad accident which occurred on board 
the Meanee, A young man named Kemp, a private in the Royal 
Engineers, was under treatment for the smallpox, and during the 
night, although closely watched, he managed to escape from his 
bed, and has not since been seen. It is believed he became deli- 
rious and leaped overboard. 

The troops by the Himalaya were landed at ten o'clock a.m. 
on 15th February. The Artillery have been housed at Victoria 
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Barracks until their own quarters are vacated. We have heard 
a report that two or three of the men who are under orders for 
home are bad with the measles, and that one of the sergeanta of 
the 28th is in hospital with the same complaint. The Himalaya 
was to leave with the men relieved on the 2nd March, 

The Daily Prees notices as a further proof of the increased 
value of land in the colony that one of the lots in the Bamboo 
Plantation recently sold by Government to a Chinaman was re- 
sold within a few hours of its purchase at a profit of $4,000. It 
is stated that an estate in the Colony which five years ago might 
have been purchased for $150,000 has realised over $260,000.

BANGKOK, 

A correspondent writes from Bangkok :— 

The King is one of the hardest working men in the country, 
and hashis regular office hours the same as any clerk in a Bank 
He has recently ordered a floating fire-engine from England 
to protect his people and the shipping in the port front the 
ravayes which ure continually made by this element, consequent 
on the houses being constructed entirely of wood and thatch. 
In this respect Bangkok will be ahead of Singapore in providing 
means of assistance in case of fire breaking out on board any 
ship in the river, This fire-engine has been imported by Messrs. 
Ramaay and Uo., of this city, who have had it built to their order 
to meet the special requirements of the “Eastern Venice,” as 
Bangkok has been poetically described. The fire-boat is a 
novelty in engineering. It is only thirty-two feet long, with a 
draught of eight inches when loaded with coals, men and every 
apparatus. It is worked or propelled from a paddle situated in 

e stern. 

The rice prospects in Siam have not been so bright for many 
seasons as they are at present. One would think that as the rice 
millsin Bangkok are only employed about half their time, there 
could not be room for more; but, nevertheless, there are two more 
in course of erection, and another two more ordered. Unless the 
country is opened out, and more ground placed under cultiva- 
tion I (as a private individual) do not see how the mills can be 
worked at a profit. However, let us hope that the enterprising 
capitalists will meet with success, and that they may be the 
means of developing the country’s resources, although it is de- 
pressing to work for glory alone. One spirited Siamese noble- 
man has gone in largely for a coffee plantation, and most favour- 
able accounts have been received from Europe respecting the 
gpality of his produce. A European has turned his attention to 

e improvement of the indigo grown here, and after some years 
of diffienlty begins to see his way clearly to get his money back. 
One of the European Consuls has devoted time and energy to 
the development of tobacco, and his manufactured cheroots are 
perfect Havanahs in every respect save one, and that one is 
that they have not the aroma of Havanah cigaw. The boxes, 
labels, and the manner in which they are got up, reflect great 
crediton the proprietor. Amore useful and practical improvement 
has been made by an Englishman, who has introduced machinery 
for making bricks, tiles, drainage-pipes, &c. This, it is hoped, 
will have an ultimate success, although, like all other innova- 
tions, it is beset with difficulties at its commencement.

MANILA. 

At the Philippine lottery drawing the winning tickets ap-

The title conferred on General Malcampo is Count of Min+ 
danao, and not of Manila. 

Of 9,592 mils. of cigars of superior quality offered for sale by 
public auction on behalf of the Treasury at Manila only 4,724 
mils, fouud buyers ; 1,200 mils. Nuevo Cortado, from the Cavite 
manufactory, obtained the highest premiums—$1 to $1.52 per 
mil. The auction yielded the Treasury $60,947.20 mcluding 
$1,690. 70 in premiums. 





JAVA.

The following items are translated from the Java news- 


papers : 

By the Eyeron there were brought here eight European ship- 
wrecked sailors belonging to the crew of the British ship Javerary, 
which had foundered in Bali Straits owing to bad weather. 
This vessel had loaded with sugar here and at Pasaruan for the 
English Channel, These men had the good fortune to be able 
to repair to Sumba in a boat ; from thence, with the assistance 
of the Sultan, they were conveyed to Bima, from which place 
the Lyeron brought them over thither. There have been twelve 
persons drowned. 

The news from Atchin is not particularly important. The 
enemy do not yet appear to be very much discouraged by the last 
expedition. The Sumatra Courant lately mentioned that the 


Atchinese made an attack on Bilul South and were repulsed 
Our correspondent at Atchin confirms this, The greatest news. 
is that on the 6th March next his Excellency the Governor- 
General, accompanied by the Secretary-General, his adjutant, 
and Mr. Sol, as private secretary, leaves for Atchin by the 
N.LS.N. Co.’s steamer Bromo, escorted by three men-of-war. 
His Excellency will touch at Singapore to mest the Governor 
of the Straits Settlements, and, it is, said, intends on the return 
voyage to visit Padang and the Padang highlands. The object 
of this voyage is not known. 

The same journal also states that leave to prosecute six Euro- 
peans for the way in which they had dealt with coolies in Deli 
and Langkat has been granted, or was under consideration by 
last accounts, The planters there, being afraid of losing their 
lives and properties, have organised armed guards on their es— 
tates. Ina single night such a guard was six times fired upon. 
A planter lately sent out a trusty labourer, who had served him 
for years, with 700 guilders. On the next day the latter wae 
found murdered, with his head cut off. 

The Court of Justice at Batavia delivered judgment in the 
case of Captain Hagera and Van de Gevel, charged with the man- 
slaughter of three Chinese on occasion of the collision between 
the steamers Willem Kroonprins der Nederlanden and Atjeh. 
The Court held that the drowning of two of the Chinese was. 
fully proved, but acquitted the accused on the following grounds = 
—The Court held that far from there having been on the occa- 
sion excessive carelessness or blamable neglect there was not. 
even want of seamanship, and taking into consideration that. 
experts differed greatly in opinion as to the manner in which 
the vessels ought to have been handled, the Court also held that. 
what happened was due to nothing else than an error of judg- 
ment, a mistaken view of what was required, which did not 
amount to such a degree of imprudence as would bring the 
accused within the reach of the penal law.

The present P, and O. mail brings advices from this port to the 
8th March ; the P. and O. mail from London Feb. 2 was re- 
ceived on the 5th March. We take the following items of in- 
telligence from the Straits Times :— 

At the meeting of Council on the 2nd March, the Hon. W. 
H. Read, according to notice, put aquestion as to what was. 
being done to reform the Judicial Establishment. There is great 
and growing discontent and impatience at the want of Judges, 
and only one opinion as to the extraordinary treatment of the 
Colony in this matter by the Colonial-office. The general feel- 
ing is well expressed in the following extract, forming the con- 
clusion of the speech with which Mr, Read prefaced’ his ques- 
tion :-— 

“We had been getting on, I fain hoped, quietly and comfortably 
when ademon of reform, or of economy, or of both, seema to 
have possessed the Colonial-office, and produced the present di- 
lemma, What I wish to know is when there may be a chance: 
of a change for the better? The present inefficient supply of 
judges cannot, must not, be persisted in ; and the Colonial-office- 
cannot be allowed, without remonstrance, to trifle with the most.’ 
sacred right of the people—that of justice. We, on the spot, 
know better than they possibly can in London what are requi 
to ensure the administration of plain and wholesome justice ;. 
and we say that one—nay, even two—judges cannot perform the: 
work of these Settlements to the satisfaction of the community, 
or to the approval of their own consciences. The opinion I have- 
uttered is not mine in particular ; I believe it to be shared by 
every educated and thinking person in the three Settlements > 
and as representing the public, which I and my unofficial eol- 
leagues believe we do, F yeatdat—ay, emphatically protest — 
against the continuation of the inadequate administration of 
justice here existing, and which I believe and trust is unparalleled: 
in any other part of Her Majesty’s dominions.”

of the three Settlements, and of course finds it impossible. Four 
Judges were provided by the Court Ordinance, but the Secre- 
tary of State, for reasons unknown, has decreed that two judges. 
are sufficient, an opinion utterly scouted out here. Our police 
magistrates, already overwhelmed with work, have now on their 
shoulders the work of a Court of Requests, and the spectacle is. 
presented, almost daily here, of suitors clamouring for justice in 
our Courts, and being denied or- obliged to wait for weeks and 
months, and perhaps even years. H.E. the Governor admitted 
that the state of things was very unsatisfactory. In June last 
year he had represented to the Secretary of State that three judges 
were necessary, but in December directions had been received 
for the appointment of only two judges, and the Bill of 29th 
December last was the necessary consequence. A new Bill 
giving effect to the views of this Government had been drafted, 
but as it was uot in accordance with the instructions of the 
Secretary of State it must be first submitted for his approval. 
Captain Walshe, Police Magistrate and the highest judicial 
authority here at present, has had before him during the fort- 
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night two cases of some importance. One is an application from 
the Java Government for the extradition of an Arab trader, 
who is alleged to be a defaulter. Captain Walshe decided there 
was a prima facie case for extradition, but the want of a Judge 
prevents the question from being finally decided. Meantime 
the trader is in custody. The other case was an investigation 
into « charge of kidnapping coolies in open day from the 
Sumatra plantations, and the result was the committal of the 
accused for trial at next aesizes, 

The O. S. Co.’s steamer Ulysses, when about 500 miles on her 
voyage from here to Hong Kong, broke her mainshaft and lost 
her propeller, and was obliged to return here under sail. News 
of the accident having been brought to her agents here, two 
tugs were sent to her assistance, and while being towed'a little 
to the enst of Bintang Island a strong current drove her on a 
reef. She floated off at high water, after twenty-four hours, 
and she is now at Tanjong Pagar Dock discharging cargo and 
repairing damages, 

‘The Governor-General of Java is expected here on his way to 
Atchin,and five Dutch men-of-war have rendezvoused in this port 
for the pu of escorting his Excellency on his voyage. His 
Excellency Sir Arthur Kennedy and suite arrived from Hong 
Kong in the BE. and A. steamer Brisbane, on. his way to 
Australia to take up the Governorship of Queensland. 

Awong the departures during the fortnight was that of the 
Hon. W. W. Willans, Tressurer-General of the Colony, by the 
M. M. steamer Amazone. Mr. Willans has gone on well-earned 
leave with the best wishes of theentire community. One of the 
oldest officials, and one of the few remaining old Indians, he has 
Leng possessed! the esteem of many friends here and the respect 
of all. 

The troopship Himalaya is hourly e: d from Hong K 
to take howe the relieved battery of artillery and the remaining 
~wing of H.M. 80th Regiment to East London at the Cape. 

All is quiet in the Peninsula, save that some fighting is going 
on between the Malays and Chinese in the Siamese Province of 
Tongka. At the request of the Siamese Governor, the export of 
arms, ammunition, &c., from this Colony to any Siamese port 
north of Quedah has been prohibited by order of the Governor 
in Council for the space of one month, 

The N.LS.N. Company’s steamer Ophir, Captain Cramer, 
artived alongside Tanjong Pagar Wharf. ‘She reports that 
Captain Peterane, a planter of Deli, who was on board under an 
escort of police and bound for Riouw to take his trial on a charge 
of cruelty, causing death to coolies on his estate, jumped over- 
board at the Karimons, on the voyage here, and was drowned, 
notwithstanding that every effort was made to save him. There 
are two more prisoners on board, a Dutch soldier (formerly a 
French communist), who is charged with shooting one of his 
officers at Deli, and a Malay, also accused of murder. 

The annual general meeting of the members of the Tanglin 
Club took place at the Club House. After the transaction of 
some routine business, the accounts, which showed the Club to 
be once more in a flourishing condition, were passed, and the 
following office-bearers were elected for the ensuing year :— 
President, Hon. W. H. Read ; Vice-President, L. J. R. Glass, 
Esq. ; Committee: J. Burkinshaw, Esq., I. Henderson, Esq., C. 

M. Munro, Esq., A. S. Cum- 
ming, Honorary Treasurer ; C. E. Hay, Honorary Secretary. 
‘At the conclusion, a-vote of thanks was cordially passed to Mr. 
Sword, the retiring Treasurer, to whose exertions the present 
prosperous condition of the Club is in a great measuredue. The 
meeting broke up with the usual vote of thanks to the Hon. 
W. H. Read, the Chairman. 

A Gazette Extraordinary contains three new notifications :— 

The first is an Order of the Governor in Council, issued at the 
request of the Governor of the Siamese Province of Tongka, in 
consequence of disputes between the Chinese and Malays there, 
prohibiting for the space of one month the export of arms, 
ammunition, gunpowder, military and naval stores, from this 
Colony to any of the Siamese ports in the Malay Peninsula 
north of Quedah. 

The second publishes the Rules and Regulations for the 
guidance of Singapore: Pilots, in amended form, signed by 

‘aptain Ellis as Master Attendant and President of the Pilot 
Board, and as having received the sanction of the Governor, in 
accordance with section 6 of the Pilot Ordinance No. 12 of 1868, 
and therefore being in force. 

The third is a Bill toamend the Peace Preservation Ordinance, 
No. 6, of 1872, which proposes to grive power to the Governor in 
Council to banish, if necessary, for the public safety, any person 
not a natural born subject of Her Majesty, whether naturalised 
or not, to cancel his Certificate of Naturalisation, and, if found 
in the Colony afterwards, to make him liable to arrest withoul 
warrant, and to fine, up to $500, as well as to imprisonment 
until deported again.

Uiterature, Science, &e. 


The present spring season in the publishing world is charac- 
terised by a lameutable dearth of works of real merit. The 
public taste has become vitiated by sensational novels and stories 
given in parts in the magazines; and, in consequence, there is 
less inducement to offer works of high standard. The cir- 
cumstance is to be deplored, as it indicates not only a lower 
range of taste but the dissipation of much talent that might be 
more usefully employed, in the production of dippaut sensational 
and often not over moral books professing to give the scandals 
of society, and certainly giving much that might with advantage 
be kept from the general public. A few good works are, how- 
ever, announced, among which a second edition of Mr. Tre- 
velyan’s Biography of: Lord Macaulay ; a work, illustrated by 
Mr. Sydney Hall, giving the chief events of the Prince of Wales's 
tour in India ; two new issues of Mr. Sale’s Koran, and a re- 
production of the “Roving Englishman in Turkey” call for 
notice. The Earl of Beacousfield’s works are to be issued in a 
cheap form, the first of the series, “ Lothair,” being already pub- 
lished. 

Several works connected with the Far East have been noticed 
in the home papers. The Times contains a careful and vei 
favourable review of Dr. Dennys’s “Chinese Folk Lore ;” ani 
the Pall Mull has a laudatory notice of Mr. F. H. Balfour's 
“Waifs and Strays.” 

















The Friend of China (organ of the Anti-Opium Society) for 
April is mainly taken up with the recent deputation of the mem- 
bers and friends of that association to the Chinese Envoys. It 
contains also a valuable letter from Dr. Douglas, of the British 
Museum, in which he combats what he holds to be the error of 
sing opium-smoking with the consumption of alcoholic drinks, 
the two in his opinion being essentially different. The Journal 
du Commerce Maritime has a valuable article upon French colo- 
nies and colonisation, from the pen of M. Mocquart. He con- 
troverts the statement often made that the French are not an 
emigrating and colonising country. Referring to Cochin-China, 
he asks whether this much-abused colony really owes the mor- 
tality which affects it to the insalubrity of the climate; and 
replies that the truth is, this mortality is due to defective sani 
tary arrangements. The proof of this is that wherever this state 
of things has been improved the mortality hasdiminished. Dur- 
ing the time of the conquest, when the troops had to under; 
severe marches, the mortality among them was less than it is at 
present. The Geographical Magazine for April contains a vel 
interesting article entitled “Arctic Sledging Journals,” whi. 
gives a vivid idea of the hardships and sufferings encountered 
on the recent expedition. It has also a paper of value on 
Indian Marine Surveys in 1874-76, Mr. J. Thompson’s “ Street 
Life” keeps up to its standard. The photographs in the third 
part, just issued, are of “ Street Doctors,” “Street Advertising,” 
and “Clapham Common Industries.”

The Jnvelide Russe has received fresh intelligence from the 
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exploring expedition under Colonel’ Prjevalaki in Central Asia. 
Up to the 15th of February the expedition remained in'the Alten 
‘Tak Mountain, south of lake Lob Nor, In the neighbourhood 
of that lake Colonel Prjevalski-has discovered the ruins of two 
ancient cities. He has also ascertained that until 1862 some 
fifty families of Russian Dissenters were settled close to the lake. 
It is supposed that they had escaped from Siberia. In 1862 they 
broke up their camp and proceeded towards Turfan, Since then 
aight has been completely lost of them, 

The* Valorous” Expedition.—The Royal Society have published 
the reports on the biology and physics of this cruise (Proceed- 
ings, xxv., pp. 117-237). It will be remembered that when the 
Admiralty determined to send H.M.S, Valorous to Greenland 
asa store-ship to the Arctic Expedition of 1875, Dr. Gwyn 
Jeffreys volunteered his services as naturalist, and secured the 
services of Mr. H. P. Carpenter as assistant. The latter tovk 
special charge of the physical observations, which are here 
reported on by his‘father, Dr. W. B. Carpenter, while Mr. Gwyn 
Setfreys treats of the biological results, He has himself worked 
out the Mollusca, and bas been assisted in the other groups by 
Mr. Norman, Dr. McIutosh and Profs. Allman, Duncan, and 
Dickie. The Valorous collections contained no less than 339 
species of marine animals, of which 126 had not previously been 
recorded from Davis Straits, and both the biological and phy- 
sical results will be of special value as a connecting link between 
oe observations of the Challenger and those of the Alert and

The “Challenger” Expedition.—A letter from Professor A. 
Agassiz, published in the last number of Siliman’s American 
Journal of Science, gives some information as to the proposed 
distribution of the labour and honour of working out the un- 
rivalled mass of material collected during the cruise of H.M.S. 
Challenger, According to Professor Agassiz, the following

‘At the Meteorological Society on March 21 the papers read 
‘were “ Results of Meteorological Observations made at Patras, 
Greece, during 1874 and 1875,” by the Rev. H. A. Boys ; “Con- 
tributions to the Meteorology of the Pacitic, Fiji,” by Mr. R. H. 
Scott, containing a discussion of all published information as to 
the climate of Fiji which the author has been able to discover, 
and “Local Diurnal Range,” by Mr. 8. H. Miller, which was 
followed by another paper on the same subject, by Mr. W. Mar- 
riott, which discussed t e questions of whether the tables of cor- 
‘rections for diurnal range at present used by a large number of 
observers are trustworthy, and whether they are applicable to 
different places in the United Kingdom. The conclusions arrived 
at were that the present corrections could not be considered as 
-accurate, that no strictly comparable records exist for instituting 
@ satisfactory inquiry, aud that it is very undesirable to apply 
any corrections whatever to the observations to deduce meuns 
from them. 





THE WORKING MEN'S MEETING ON CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—The letter on “The Working Men’s Meeting,” which 
‘was published in your issue of the 2nd _iust., contains, it strikes 
me, more abuse than argument, and I beg in all fairness to re- 
mind the rev. writer that we have not only “forced our trade, 
calicoes as well as opium, on a reluctant Government ’—to quote 
his own words—but have forced and are forcing Christianity 
upon China by the same means. In fact, Christianity is being 
taught in China on the strength of those “treaty relations we 
have established at the cannon’s mouth,” and I ask Mr. Turner 
to explain why the Gospel of Peace should be backed up by the 
“inevitable gunboat ” and trade be left to its own resources. 

To say that the Chinese Government object to the importation 








of opium, which yields £10 per chest duty, and taxes and 
squeezes innumerable, is simply to argue without any knowledge 
of the Chinese character ; and to expect to stamp out the use of 
the drug in China by discontinuing the exportation from India 
is utterly Utopian. If the gentlemen who have joined the cru- 
sade were able to adduce arguments of a practical nature, they 
would be entitled to the thanks of everybody who desires friendly 
and satisfactory relations with China ; but they seem to have gob 
up an agitation on the chance of its producing some results in the 
direction they desire. Surely Government cannot be expected 
to inaugurate such a drastic measure as the euppression of the 
Tudian opium trade, simply because a few individuals havo taken 
it into their heads’ that it ought to be suppressed. Whatever 
steps theve gentlemen deemit their duty to take in future, I hope 
we shall avoid a repetition of such a sorry performance as the 
late interview with the Chinese Envoys.—I am, &e.,

ECCLESIASTICAL ENDOWMENTS IN CEYLON. 

A Parlinmentary paper has been issued containing several documents 
relating to the discussion in the Ceylon Legislat Council on October 
19, 1876, on the subject of the ecclesiastical subsidies in that colony, 
‘A motion was carried by ten to six, affirming that it was not detiral 
to withhold these subsidies, the minority consisting of the Governor, 
Sir William Gregory, the Government agent forthe Western Provinces, 
and four non-official members, These latter gentlemen signed a pro- 
test recording the ground on which they dissented from the motion, 
and this document, and a petition to the Queen, signed by '8,921 
persons, praying for the cessation of all ecclesiastical subsidies in’ the 
colony, form the principal portion of the papers now published. The 
petition states that the census of 1871 showed the population of Ceylon 
to be 2,4 Of these the non-Christian section numbered 
2,158,595; about 190,000 were Roman Catholics and between 55,000 and 
60,000 were Protestants. The Christians who beneiit by the payments 
from the revenue of the colony do not, the potitioners state, exceed, 
15,000, and they “ most bumbly submit it to be unjust that a portion 
of the general revenue should be appropriated for the religious advan- 
tage of a small section of the commuuity, and that section the best 
able from position and wealth to perform the Christian duty of sup- 
porting its own pastors and religious ministrations.” Lord Carnar- 
von, in a despatch dated March 10, 1877, acknowledges tho receipt of 
the protest and petition, but says he must defer giving any advice to 
Her Majeaty on the subject until he has had an opportunity. of eom- 
municating with Sir William Grogory after his return to England, 

















DRarstNa THE Zorper Zee.—Active preparations are going on fo 
the commencement of the long-projected work of draining the Zuyde 
Zee. Adam 40 kilometres (24 miles 1,504 yards) long, and 50 metro 
broad at its base, is to be carried across the gulf, built up to a heigh* 
of half a motre above the ordinary level of high tide. Upon thi 
pumping machines of 10,000 horses’ power will be erected, capable 0° 
pumping up from the enclosed sca and discharging on the outside o 
‘the dam 6,500,000 cubic metres of water daily. Taking the average 
depth of the water at four and a half metres, it is estimated that the 
work of pumping will be completed in about sixteen years from. 
its commencement. The total cost of reclamation is set down at 
£.335,000,000, but, huge as this sum is, the undertaking is confidently 
looked upon as likely to prove a most remunerative speculation. The 
success of the acheme will ndd to the kingdom a new province 195,300 
hectares, or nearly 500,000 acres, in extent. Judging from previous 
‘experiences in connection with the Haarlem Sea, it ia reckoned that at 
least 176,000 hectares of the land thus won will be applicable to agri- 
cultural purposes, which, at an average value of f.4,000 only per hectare, 
will richly repay the enterprise and treasure lavished on this gigantic 
uadertaking. 

Mr. Henry Spices, the senior member of the firm of Spicer Bro- 
thers, of New Bridge-street, Blackfriars, wholesale stationers, died on 
the 4th inst,, aged seventy-six. Mr. Spicer was a Nonconformist, and 
a liberal contributor to many religious and charitable organisations. 
He had for some time previous to his death been very infirm, and 
lived in comparative retirement. It is, however, only a few months 
since he laid the foundation-stone of Union Chapel, Islington. In 
politics Mr. Spicer was a Liberal, and at the general election in 1868 he 
acted as chairman of Lord Enfield’s committee. 

Gewerat Wairereip.—Our readers will regret tohear of the death of 
Lieut. Gen. Whitfield, who was formerly Commandant of the Forces in 
Hong Kong, and, during part of the years 1869 and 1870, acted as 
Lieut. Governor, in the absence of Sir Richard Macdonnell. Although 
in bis position of Acting-Governor he did nut have occasion to iaugu- 
rate or carry out any measures of special importance, he will be remem- 
bered favourably by many for his courtesy and urbanity and for the 
genuine desire which he evinced to do his utmost for the benefit of all 
classes of the community, 

Govyryon Loxenes’s tenura of office at Demerara ended on the 7th. 
ult., on which day he embarked on his way to take up the Government 
of Ceylon, after a sojourn in England. Farewell addresses were pre- 
sented to him by the Court of Policy and by the Royal Agricultural 
Society of Demerara, On the day after his Excellency’s departure Mr. 
Young, the Government Secretary, was sworn in as Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor, or Administrator, pending the arrival of Mr. Kortright. 

Herr Lanpau and a number of creditors having appealed against the 
sentence passed by the Moscow Court in the Commercial Loan Bank 
affair, the proceedings have to be revised by the Judicial Department 
of the St. Petersburg Senate, The case will be heard on the 13th inst., 
and is expected to be decided on the 23rd. ;

CHINESE ACTION ON THE CONVENTION. 

NEVER, probably, in the history of our relations with 
China have diplomatic matters reached so peculiar a stage 
as that at which they have arrived at the present time. 
While our Government is still hesitating as to whether it 
should accept the Chefoo Convention, which has been pro- 
visionally agreed upon by Sir Toomas Wang, we learn, by 
the latest. reports from China, that the native officials are 
taking steps, with an amount of promptitude that is very re- 
markable, to avail themselves of the concessions with re- 
spect to the lekin duties which have been made to them. 
Similar alacrity, it must be admitted, was shown by the 
Chinese authorities in causing the placard with reference to 
the Yunnan outrage to be posted—slacrity, no doubt, 
eatly to their credit, as any serious delay in posting the 
Se aimnelit could not fail to deprive it of its weight and 
nullify its effect. But with respect to the Lekin question 
the matter stands differently. There could be no special 
hurry with regard to it, and thenoticeable promptitude with 
which action has been takenwould appear, therefore, to re- 
sult from a very clear perception on the part of the Chinese 
officials of the advantage which they would derive from the 
proposed regulations coming into force. It would seem 
that the Chinese have considered that it was not necessary 
to await the ratification of the Convention by HER Ma- 
JESTY'S Government before commencing to put into force 
such portions of the terms agreed upon as were purely 
under their own direction. This, at least, appears to be 
the only rational conclusion that can be arrived at on the 
subject under the existing state of affairs. But, in taking 
this course, they have apparently stretched a point too far, 
if, indeed, they are not wrong in principle altogether. The 
publication of the proclamation was an act they were clearly 
called upon to perform as an evidence of good faith, even if 
there had been no stipulation with regard to it in the Con- 
vention ; and in respect to this the matter comes under a 
different category to the other terms provisionally agreed 














to. But it would certainly seem that until the ChefooCon- 
vention had been ratified by Her Majgsty’s Government 
no action could be taken under it ; and there can hardly be 
a doubt that at all events no steps should have been takem 
with regard to points which had actually been for many 
years the subject of dispute. This had notoriously been 
the case with respect to the lekin duties levied by the 
Chinese officials within the foreign settlements at Shanghai. 
Indeed, it was mainly with a view to putting an end tothe 
constant trouble arising between the Chinese officials and 
the municipal authorities there that the clause in the Con— 
vention which has caused so much discussion was intro— 
duced. 

The terms which Sir Toomas WADE agreed to directly 
affected the question of principle which had long been the: 
subject of dispute, namely, whether the Chinese had the 
right to levy any tax whatever upon foreign goods which 
had paid the Treaty duties while they were still within the- 
settlements. By implication, the terms agreed to might 
be considered to admit that the Chinese had such a right, 
though in a well-known case it was decided by the Chief 
Judge of the Supreme Court at Shanghai that they had 
not; and upon this basis the local officials at that port 
appear to have proceeded to action at once and to have 
drawn up the rules for the levy of these duties which have 
caused so much discussion and just apprehension. In this. 
they have clearly gone too far. They have assumed, before 
the Convention has been ratified, that a point of great im- 
portance has been decided in their favour, whereas the pro- 
posed terms in the Convention were especially and de- 
signedly in the nature of a compromise between conflicting 
principles, and their satisfactoriness or otherwise must ob- 
viously depend upon the rules for carrying them out, which 
the Chinese authorities—or at least the local officials in 
Shanghai—have taken upon themselves to decide, appa- 
rently without any reference to the Consuls or other fo- 
reign representatives in China. The matter has thus been 
made needlessly complicated, and it will require consider- 
able tact and adroitness on the part of the Government 
here to avoid falling into some error or difficulty with re- 
gard to it. It is no doubt unfortunate that there was a 
want of unanimity between our representative and one of 
his colleagues on the subject, and this may, in part, account 
for the peculiar course of action which the Chinese have 
taken. From the volume of American diplomatic corre- 
spondence recently issued it appears that Mr. SEWARD 
considers that the Chinese have the absolute right to levy 
lekin duties on foreign goods, whether within the foreign 
settlements or not, while Sir THomas WabE is of course- 
bound to attach some weight to the decision given by so 
good an authority on sucha point as Sir Epmunp Hornby, 
formerly Chief Justice of the Supreme Court at Shanghai, 
and it is impossible to deny that there is a conflict both of 
law and of jurisdiction in the matter. The point is a 
delicate one, and one also fraught with very important 
consequences ; and it is, therefore, the more to be regretted 
that the Chinese officials have, while the matter was ac- 
tually under the consitleration of the Foreign-office here, 
taken action which virtually decides absolutely in their 
favour a matter in regard to which, if due time had been 
allowed for the ratification of the Convention, there was. 
every likelihood that our Government, following Sir THos. 
Wane, would have been willing to come toa fair and sa- 
tisfactory compromise. 


THE CHICO MASSACRE. 

Ir is impossible not to feel a thrill of horror and indig- 
nation on reading the details of the outrage committed 
upon the unfortunate Chinese who a short time back 
were murdered at Chico. Five out of six men, whose 
only offence was that they worked at cheaper rates than 
their assailants, were shot down in their hut like dogs, 
and a sixth escaped to tell the tale, only because the. 
feigned death. That such a deed could be perpetrated in 
aland which boasts to be in the van of progress is suffi- 
cient to make the most sanguine sceptical, and to cause a 
doubt as to what real advantage is gained by a civilisation 
which leaves men as savagé as they were in the woods, but 
puts revolvers into their hands the better to carry out 
their brutal wishes. For the credit of the United States, 
it is only just to bear in mind that those who have com- 
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mitted this frightful outrage are the lowest scum of the la- 
bouring population, and that the feeling of all respectable 
citizens in California is strongly against high-handed pro- 
ceedings far short of deliberate and wholesale murder. But 
it would appear that considerable difficulty is likely to be 
experienced in consequence of the “rowdy” element having 
obtained a dangerous ascendency ; and it will require no little 
courage and perseverance to withstand its action. According 
to late Californian papers, a threatening letter was sent by 
ananti-coolie organisation to Col. BEE, who had given evi- 
dence before the Congressional Committee, and had taken 
& prominent part in opposing the anti-coolie movement in 
general. What amount of real danger there may be in the 
threat received it is of course difficult to conjecture ; but Col. 
BEE is plainly told that he is marked by the “11 of the 708,” 
and will be killed if he do not leave the State within thirty 
days. Others have been similarly threatened, and it is 
evident that a desperate gang are endeavouring to raise up 
a reign of terror in respect, ot the Chinese labour question. 
The circumstance is to be deeply deplored, and calls for im- 
mediate and decisive action. In the long run we have every 
faith in the power of our American cousins to stamp out row- 
dyism of this kind ; and we make no doubt that in due course 
they will be able to overcome the present rising, which is 
a blot upon their good name and their civilisation. But 
in the meantime the evil which it will work cannot fail to 
be considerable. Cruel wrong will be inflicted upon inno- 
cent men, and the influence of America with China will 
be materially lowered by her giving the Chinese Govern- 
Tent constant and repeated cause for complaint by violat- 
ing the distinct terms of the Burlingame Treaty. "It is to 
be hoped, therefore, that: no efforts will be spared to put’ 
down the band of ruffians who have taken the law into 
their hands, and, whatever laws may be passed, at least to 
protect Chinese immigrants from outrages which are a dis- 
grace to the name—we will not say of Christianity and 
civilisation, but—of common justice and common huma- 
nity. 


THE Friend of China gives an account of an interview 
which took place recently between Sir THos. WADE and 
some members of the Committee and friends of the Anti- 
Opium Society. The chair was taken by the Earl of ABER- 
DEEN and several members of Parliament were present. Sir 
Tuos. WabE acknowledges to the full the evil of Opium- 
smoking, but holds that it is hopeless to combat it by 
political agitation. He considers the Opium revenue to be 
@ matter of great consideration to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and that they have not the power, even if they have 
the will, to put down the use of the drug. 


AccorDING to the latest reports in the Panama papers 
the agents of Messrs. OLYPHANT and Co., of Hong Kong, 
were sanguine of being able to complete the proposed con- 
tract with the Peruvian Government for the importation 
of Chinese free labour. 


Mr. Henry HERVEY has been appointed to succeed Mr. 
Paruir Currie as head of the China and Japan Depart- 
ment at the Foreign-office. The latter gentleman has, we 
understand, been transferred to the Turkish Department. 


CONSULAR REPORTS. 

We have received this morning a batch of reports, but can 
only give in our present issue the one from the new port of 
Kiungchow :— 

Acting Vice-Consul Harvey to Sit B. Ropertsoy. 
Kiungchow, October 20, 1876. 

Sir,—Mr. Ford thought it expedient to forward a trade report on the 
19th of August lyst, giving statistics for the first four months during 
which the port of Kiungchow had been open to foreign commerce ; 
and asthe prospects of trade in a new port are no doubt watched with 
peculiar interest, I have thought it well to supplement his report by 
furnishing the facts on which a judginent can be founded for the first 
completed half year. I have the honour to inclose comparative 
tables of shipping, imports, aud exports, for the two quarters ended 
30th June and 30th September respectively. I have prepared them 
from the Customs returns, to which I obtained access through the kind 
permission of Mr. Mc Kean, the Commissioner of Customs. The pro- 
gress which had already become apparent when Mr. Ford wrote, still 
continues, aud is vouched for in the most striking manner by a com- 
parison of the two quarters. ‘he tables spenk for themselves, and re- 
quire no further comment. Iwill merely add, that the Customs revenue, 
which only amounted to Tis. 3,206 up to theend of June, had increased 
to Tia. 20,780 for the September quarter. Steamers having arrived 
with much greater regularity during the last three months 
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much more confidence is now reposed in them by native mer- 
chants ; and though as yet the grest bulk of the trade is carried on 
in junks, there can be no doubt that a very much larger proportion of 
it will in time be transferred to the foreign carrier, Messra. E. Herton 
and Co,, the only British firm as yet established here, are much encou- 
raged by the results of the last few weeks, and have, I understand, a 
dressed a circular to their constituents, in which they speak confidently 
of the prospects and capabilities of the port. 

‘The sugar grown in the island and in the neighbouring penin- 
sula is tho staple export. Mr. Herton says it ie well suited for ree 
fining purposes end for exportation to Europe and America; and 
there is good ground for thinking that as the demand increases pro 
duction will be stimulated and an important trade developed. 
‘The increase in the import of opium pointe to the gradual regularisa- 
tion of the trade in this article, which, it is well known, bas hitherto 
been underhand or illicit on these coasts ; and this is not the least. of 
the benefits which will accrue to this district from the opening of # 
foreign port. 

The anchorage here ix found to be much better than was supposed. 
In fact, apart from the inconvenience of loading at. a distance of two 
or three miles from the port, there seems to be no serious objection 
attaching to it. The masters of the steamers who have visited the port 
most frequently say there is excellent holding-ground, and that they 
could ride out a typhoon here without more risk than is incurred im 
the harbour of Hong Kong. There has been no typhoon this season, 
and only on one occasion, during the prevalence of a smart gale, whic! 
blew for three or four days from the north-esst, has the loading or 
discharging of cargo been interrupted by the state of the weather. 

‘The climute also was found more temperate than was expected, 96 
deg. Fabronbeit being the maximum attained, and that was recorded 
only once, on the 27th June. During July, August, and September 
90 deg. was the maximum and 78 deg. the minimum shown by the 
thermometer. ‘The approach to Kiungehow is now better understood. 
The circuitous Nowchow route is given up, and vessels make direct for 
the Laga Islande and Hainan Head, thirty hours being the duration of 
an average passage to this port from Hong Kong. 

The trade here will be much benefited by the opening of Pakhoi, 
There will probably be a great increase of steamer traffic, for Kiung- 
chow will be a convenient place of call, and steamers failing to obtaim 
freight in the one place will have a chance of obtaining it in the other. 
‘At the same time, Pakhoi is far enough from this place to prevent the 
Hainan traffic being absorbed by it ; the trade here and at Hainan, the 
port of the neighbouring peninsula ten miles distant, forms a sepa 
rate commercial circle, naturally independent of Pakhoi; and there 
can be no doubt there is room for the development of foreign trade at 
both places. 

The opening of Haiphong by the French will in the same way con- 
tribute in time to the prosperity of both places. As will be een by 
the Shipping Table, several steamers have called hera both on their 
way to and from Haiphong ; and it seems likely that the opening of 
Annam almost concurrently with the establishment of Consular ports 
at Kiungchow and Pakhoi will give a powerful stimulus to trade in 
these regions, and will materially contribute towards a general opening: 
up of the hitherto secluded south-eastern coast of the Asiatic continent.

THE CHINESE ENVOYS. 

‘The members of the Chincse Embazsy continue to manifest great im: 
terest in the various rational and scientilic establishments here, and are 
evidently determined to acquire as much information as possible with 
regard to the institutions of the country. On the 24th ult. they were 
entertained by Mr. Spottiawoode, and were shown some striking expe- 
riments with the electric light, that gentleman being assisted by Pro- 
fessor Tyndall, and Sir Thomas Wade being among those present. 
Afterwards a reception was held, at which all the leading scientific 
men in London were present. The next day they paid a visit to Earl 
Russell ; and on the 27th (as already noted) they dined with the Ja- 
panese Minister, with whom they are upon very friendly terms. Om 
the 29th they visited the Mint, where they were met by the Deputy 
Governor, the Hon. Mr, Freemantle, and shown over the establish- 
ment. Everything was explained minutely to them, and Mr. Free- 
mantle expressed a hope that China would soon have a Mint of her 
own, which would greatly facilitate commerce. They have also visited 
the ‘Bank of England, where they were met by the Governor, Mr. 
Gibbs, and the Deputy Governor, Mr, Palmer, by whom they were 
shown over the building. Thursday they vieited Pentonville Prison. 
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THE CHINESE IN EASTERN TURKESTAN. 

Mr. A .Vambery writes from Buda Pesth under date of March 17 on 
the above subject. After reviewing the history of the hostilities 
between the Chinese ond Yakub Beg, he say: 

In considering the attitude taken by Russia touching this war, and 
the internal condition of the dominions of Yakub Bog, it will be found, 
that the fortunes of this Mohammedan conqueror are on the wane, 
and that he is very likely to succumb to the advancing Chinese troops. 
[have already pointed out the superiority of the Chinese weapons, for, 
in spite of the Russian belief that the English have furnished him with 
thousands and thousands of Enfield rifles, and that whole batteries of 

have jumped over the Sasser-Pass of the Kun-Liin to the banks 
of the Kashga and Yarkand rivers, the Russians themselves are obliged to 
admit that the Yarkandi soldiers are armed with the old heavy match- 
locks, and, in spite of the insfructeurs militaires sent from Constanti- 
nople, that they sre as undrilled as they were a hundred years ago. It 
must, besides, be taken into account that Russia, far from impeding 
the advance of the Chinese towards Kashgar, have hitherto, semi- 
officially, but most actively, supported the Chinese, hie relates 
particularly to the caravans of provisions which are going from the 
‘Russian frontier, especially from the post on the Zaizan Lake towards 
Gatchen, carrying four and corn to the Chiueye army, which, eon: 
sidering its utterly defective military administration, would have most 
miserably perished without this Ruasian assistance. Not less than 
120,000 poods of corn have been transported from Russia into the 
Ghinese camp, and each convoy has been escorted by Russian soldiers, 
partly infantry, partly cavalry, Mr, Kamenski, by whom the business 





was chiefly carried on, was certainly well paid by the Chinese ; but the | 


Russian Government itself must have been fully aware of what was 
being done, for otherwise it in scarcely comprehensible how they could 
fhave recognised, nay, aided, the achemes of the Court of Peking in re- 
‘conquering a lost province, which it was believed Russia herself was 
eager toannex. ‘The Russian policy is certainly mysterious, and can 
be only explained by considering that a new ana vigorous Mohammedan 
Power would not have been agreeable in the immediate neighbourhood 
of the three Khanates, where Russia is just now endeavouring to con- 
solidate her power. The policy of the Russians in Turkestan is for the 
present chiefly directed towards the course of the Oxus, and not in the 
direction of the valleya of ihe Thien Shan Mountains, so that it must. 
be much more convenient for them that the rising power of a 
fortunate adventurer should be supplanted by the old decrepit rule 
_ofthe Chinese. Another circumstance which speaks much against the 
chances of Yakub Beg in the present contest is the great unpopularity 
of his Government with the Eastern Turkestanis, who, tired by his 
rigid—nay, tyrannic—régime, and exhausted by continuous warfare, 
‘have greatly changed their opinions concerning that former redeemer 
‘of the heathen Chinese, and so-called Resuscitator of Inlam. We hesr, 
also, of the activity of Hakim Khan Fére, ason of Buzurg Khan, whom 
Yakub Beg forcibly dethroned and drove out of his dominions. This 
pretender has many followers in the chief towns, and if the news of his 
taking common cause with the Chinese, as is rumoured in the Russian 
ypers, be true, the political conditious in Eastern Turkestan are very 
ely to undergo an essential change much sooner than is generally 
‘expected in Europe, and particularly in England. Under these critical 
circumstances, it would be interesting to know what line of policy the 
English Governmentiis likely to pursue, Russia has already shown her 
colours. Will Englind do the same, or is the man who was found 
worthy enough to be the subject of diplomatic attention to be left en- 
tirely to his fate 











EARLY INTERCOURSE WITH CHINA. 

__ Dr. Dudgeon haa written an interesting article in the Glasgow Herald, 
in which he treats on the above subject. After premising that in 
opinion it is an error to consider that opium haa in any way conduced 
to civilisation in China, and arguing that what is meant by opium as a 
civiliner and a pioneer of commerce would be much more correctly 
and logically exprewsed by saying that we owo the few privileges wo 

a to the determined opposition of the Chinese Government to 
‘our opium trade, for by her opposition she was plunged into war with 
this country, and being unable to cope with our military and naval 
power she was obliged to eubmit to our demands, he goes on to describe 
the earliest intercourse between China and the West as follows :-— 


Every one who knows anything of the subject will admit that a very 
early intercourse existed between the East and the West. ‘The early de- 
mand for silk seems to have brought traders from diatant nations to- 
gether. It is highly probable thet this silk trade was known in the 
time of Isaiah, 700 p.c., ard the title employed by this writer for 
China doubtless indicates its origin from the Chinese word for silk, 
which is likewise the origin and explanation of all words in the various 
Aanguages of Europe ard Asia for this substance, as well also as the 
name by which the country and people were known to the Romans 
and others. The article was known to and highly valued by the 
Romans, Greeks, Phenicians, and others, and the early demand for 
ailks made by the Seres, and the halo of power and wealth which in- 
veated the country, the people, and fabrics, and which has not yet 
entirely vanished, explains the early intercourse and the references to 
the subject which wetind in such writers as Ptolemy, Aristotle, Horace, 
Arrian, and others. ‘The existence of those coarse Chinese porcelain 
anuff bottles, identical with what we find at the present day in Cathay, 
in Egyptian tombs, and which dates back to 1000 n.c., according tu one 
French savant, and likewise the great similarity between Chinese and 
Egyptian customs, &c., go to contirm the carly intercourse which must 
have existed. The Greeks knewof the useof silkin thetime of Alexander 
the great, and they got it from Indian merchants. The exgs of the 
silkworm and tho aecds of the mulberry treo were introduced into 
Enrope in the sixth century by a Nestorian monk returning from 
China in the year 552. Although sericulture then beeame known in 
Europe, the raw material and the woven fabrics were introduced long 
anterior to this period. ‘The old writers alrendy referred to tell us of, 

















the markets that were held in the Belurtay, where the Bactrians, 
Greeks, and Seres met. First the Isruelities, through their Red Sea 
ports, in the time of David and Solomon, then Tyre, and later Alex- 
andria, carried on the trade with Arabia, Africa, aud India, and through 
these emporiums the Western World was furnished with the wares 
from these regions. In these ancient times the Chinese first traded. 
overland to the confines of the Caspian to the great marts of Armenia, 
and then a long and protracted war in Persia compelled them to croas 
‘Thibet at the Himalaya, and pull down the Ganges or Indus, amd 
there await the Red Sea fleet which came annually toGuzerat. After- 
wards the Chinese junks ventured to the West—this mode of corea- 
munication by sea proving more advantageous — and visited the 
Persian Gulf, Coast of Malubar, Ceylon, and Atchin, and there 
disposed of their goods. The Chinese had political and commer- 
cial relations with the countries bordering on the Caspian in the second. 
century—they received ambassadors from them, and sent such to them 
in return, We read of several of these in the first century. There 
was one from Rome in ap. 166 by way to India, sent by Marcus 
Aurelius Antoninus, with the view of establishing a direct commerce 
with China, instead of through the Parthians as hitherto. One pound 
of silk sold then for ten ounces of gold. I need not refer to the Em~- 
bassies from China to the West, one in 4.D. 74 and another in 97, when 
the Envoy in the latter year wes deputed to the shores of the Caspian, 
with the view of penetrating the Roman Empire and discovering the 
channel by which the silks were exported. And but for the timidity 
| of this Chinese General then sent westwards, Rome and China woul 
have become better acquainted with each other.” In 65 a.p. Buddhism 
‘ was introduced from India to China, and all the circumstances of the 
| case of course presuppose a knowledge of the country, doubtless gainad. 
by commerce. Such were the relations, very briefly stated, of China 
, with the West when the Nestorians appear on the scene. Tho 
| Flowery Land was thus not in these carly times the jealous, 
exclusive country which we have pictured to ourselves of later 
‘times, and it from a consideration of this frequent and early 
interconrse that there is very great probability for the view, supported 
by tradition and ecclesiastical history to some extent, that Christianity 
was partially known as far east as China at the end of the first or be- 
ginning of the second century, if not in the Apostolic age. All writers 
agree in attributing marvellous rapidity to the early dissemination of 
Christianity. We know Justin's opinion about its extension in the 
middle of the second century. The Nestorians proceeded to China in 
the year 505, and they existed and flourished there for 800 years, pro- 
pagating Christianity, founding churches, and, until the Crusades, 
Keeping up a regular connection with the mother Chaldean Church. 
The two Arabian travellers who proceeded _Ly sea to China in the ninth, 
eentury, following in the wake of the Chinese junks returning from 
Ceylon, speaking of Christians, state that as many as 120,000 
| persons — Jews, Christians, Mohammedans, and Parsees — perished 
at the siege of Cavfu in 878. Marco Polo speaks respectfully of 
| these Nestorians, and mentions their existence in most of the 
towns of Centrul Asia, Tho trade must indeed have been valuable 
and extensive when we find so many persous destroyed at this port, 
| to which the Arab merchants resorted. An Ambisn Embassy pro- 
j ceeded to China, ria Kashgar, in 708. The celebrated traveller Ibn. 
Batuta went on a visit to his countrymen in China in 1324, multitudes 
of whom appear to have settled in the great emporiuma, The next 
point of consequence, and one which has been felt for many centuries, 
was the establishment of the Mongolian Empire, the subjugation of 
nearly all Asia und Europe, and the formation of the vastest empire 
which history has ever recorded. The Mongol conquests in Europe 
and Asia united for a short time the eastern and western world, 
Several Franciscan friars visited the Mongol camp, endeavouring to 
enlist the Mongols as allies against the Saracens. ‘The fears of popes 
and European sovereigns led to various missiuns to the Mongols. The 
most authentic accounts of the country date from the visit of the Polo 
family. In the middle of the thirteeuth century the two brothers 
proceeded first to the Crimea, and thence were led by a series of eventa 
to China, where they were favourably received by Kublai Khan, In 
1274 they returned to China, taking with them young Marco, then only 
sixteen years of age. The Polos spent in all about twenty-four years in 
the East, and Marco beld high office in China. In 1254 Haitho, King of 
Armenia, went to China to implore for an abatement of tribute which 
he had been obliged to pay. A little later we find several Roman 
Catholic priests at Peking, the first being John of Monte Curviny, who 
made many converts. He found the Nestorians there with 2 Church 
and in s flourishing condition, by whom he was opposed. He was 
made Archbishop of Peking in 1307, aud soveu assistants were sent 
out to him. His successor had twenty-six additional labourers sent to 
assist him, Oderic, another friar, at that time travelled in the country, 
and observed with joy that there already existed eeveral Roman Catholic 
churches, During the preceding 600 years the trade was carried on 
overland and by sea to the West, as already detailed. The relations 
were extended towards the West by conquest, and a flourishing trade 
followed in ita train. ‘The Mongol conquests opened a very wide field 
for commercial enterprise towards the West. After the accession of 
the native dynasty which succeeded the Mongols on the Throne of 
China we hear no inore of the Roman Catholics. ‘They and the Nes- 
torians must bave probably become Buddhists and Mochammedans, 
Venice and Genoa continued to fetch the articles of Chinese trade 
from Alexandria, whither the Arub vessels carried them, The com- 
merce was very trif_ing, and no merchant seems to have been desirous 
of penetrating intu the far-famed country. 






































THE RECENT OUTRAGE AGAINST CHINAMEN 
IN CALIFORNIA. 
The Telegraph concludes an article, in which it speaks in justi- 
fiably severe terms on the above matter, as follows :— 

‘The savage proceeding to which we have called attention is the 








natural outcome of a chronic and unjustifiable animosity cherished by- 
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many Americans towards inferior races, though we are happy to be 
assured that there is a large cultivated class in the Union who havoas 
little sympathy with that eentiment os Englishmen. Hobbes, in his 
“Tevixthan,” maintains that primitive man by nature, like certain 
of the lower animals, had a ruling propensity for internecine warfure ; 
and certainly the attitude atill mnintained by many white men in the 





United States towards coloured races would seem to indicate that this | 


ropensity has not yet disappeared from among the Caucasian race. 
Wane the Indian tribes in British North America live from age to age 
on terms of uninterrupted harmony with the fur trappers and pioneer 
settlers from the American boundary to Hudson's Bay, and from Red 
River to the Athsoasca Pass, the relations between American citizens 
and the Indians in their territory are in a atate of perpetual disturb- 
ance, and in most cases the white man is the chief transgressor, Even 
in those States which have always been free from the taint of slavery, 
the marked degradation to which the negro is exposed cannot fail occa- 
sionally toexssperate bim against hiswhite rival. In the early days 
of Californian development the negro in common with the Chinaman 
‘was under the necessity of carrying about his person a badge certify- 
ing that be had paid his head money for the privilege of living ina 
white community. Any coloured person who failed to comply with 
that humiliating condition was unceremoniously expelled from the 
State, and in 1856 hundreds of respectable and industrious negroes 
took refuge in the British colony of Vancouver's Island from the in- 
tolerable tyranny to which we have referred, But Americans will 
eventually find the Chinaman a more difficult problem to solve than 
the other races with which they have been brought into contact. The 
Chinese are taciturn, persevering, laborious, and intelligent ; and, being 
naturally sly, they are shrewd enough not to imperil unnecessarily 
their material prospects in a strange Jund by flagrantly imprudent con- 
duct. They can adapt themselves with singularly versatile aptitude 
to new circumstances, Keeping in view these valuable qualities, 
together with the fact that a large tide of emigration has already set, 
in from the densest population of the Flowery Land towards western 
and southern countries, and that in all probability that tide can 
never be arrested, a momentous question arises. Are the scores of 
millions that in future may issue from the Chinese Empire to absorb 
‘Westem races and ultimately overpower them with a semi-barbarous 
civilisation, or are the Western races to incorporate the Celestials and 
mould them to Western ideas? The inquiry furnishes scope for inte- 
resting speculation to the sociologist, the philosopher, the comparative 
Philologist, and the statesman. ‘I'he Chinese Ambassador, Kuo, in re- 
‘sponding to the appeal of a deputation which addressed him lately on 
the opium question, ominously stated that since the Imperial authoritios 
had determined to send embassies to foreign Courts his Excellency's 
people might soon be expected to follow ; and Mr. Goldwin-Smith re- 
marke that it is far from being a settled point whether or not China- 
men may yet become the dominant race in Australia, In any caso the 
bulk of Chinese emigrants to the American, European, or Australian 
continents, for a considerable period to come will be composed chiefly 
of  helot class that may prove eminently useful as “hewers of wood 
and drawers of water.” Collisions ou the first impact between them 
and Anglo-Saxons are inevitable, and the competition their cheaper 
labour will offer is aure for some time yet to occasion irritation to white 
men. But justice, humanity, and religion unite in pleading on their 
behalf for a friendly reception from Christian communities, while under 
any circumstances they cannot be excluded by force. 














THE UNITED STATES AND THE FAR EAST. 

In addition to those given in last issue, the volume of Papers 
upon “The Foreign Relations of the United States for 1876” 
contains some valuable despatches referring to general matters 
in China, Japan, &. Among those relating to the former 
country, we find’ some important letters from Mr. George F. 
Seward, written in part when he was United States Consul 
General at Shanghai, and in part when Minister at Peking. 
They refer to the opening of coal mines in China ; the intro- 
duction into China of the American Trade dollar, the ratifica~ 
tion of the Peruvian treaty, and other subjects of interest, in- 
cluding one despatch of special importance dated in Chefoo 
Sept. 5, 1876, in which he takes exception to Sir Thos. Wade's 
action in the settlement of the Lekin duties question. Mr. 
Seward, it seems, doubted the advisability of any special ne- 
gotiations being entered into on the subject ; and it seems that, 
contrary to the opiate of the Supreme Court at Shanghai that 
no local-tax could be levied upon opium which had paid import 
duty until it had passed the limits of the Foreign settlements, 
considers that additional taxes can be placed upon it, 80 soon as 
it is in native hands, Sir Thos. Wade, it appears, admitted that 
Mr. Seward’s view was inaccordance with the spirit, though not 
the letter, of the Treaty, and added that he was prepared to act 
in accordance with the former. 

The Japan correspondence is almost equally interesting. The 
first despatch is from Mr, Hamilton Fish to Mr. Bingham, and 
treats in an exhaustive manner the question of the right of the 
Manicipal Council of Nagasaki to maintain actions in the United 
States Consular Court. ‘The view adopted goes so far as to la 
down that a Citizen of the United States is liable to be so sued, 
but Mr. Fish reserves his final opinion on the subject in view of 
the imperfect information before the Department as to the 
sources and origin of the powers claimed by the Council. 
Mr. Bingham wrote on March 23rd a short despatch to 
his Government on the question of Japanese Copyright 
Law. It is interesting in itself, but perhaps more so on 
account of a matter upon which it touches collaterally. Mr. 








‘Thompson, the Interpreter of the Legation, who brings to hi 
duties a knowledge of the Japanese language, acquired by 
twelve yenry’ careful study, and he goes on pertinently to re 
mark :— Why Congress should seek to cut us off from the 
services of such a man, without which service we are really un- 
able to know what is done here, is beyond my powers of con- 
jecture.” The present series of papers also contains a very in- 
teresting translation of a report by the Japanese Minister of 
Education, and refers to the National Bank Laws, the Post-oflice, 
and other matters of general interest, 











HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AwsTERDaM, APRIL 4. 
Whilst the Members of the Upper House will meet, after their short 


Easter recess, to-day, again for the despatch of business, those 
Second Chaniber will not re-assemble before the 16th inst. 
some days after that date it may be that the Lower-clasa Instruction 
Bill will be brought forward for discussion, though there are rumours 
in circulation to the effect that this Bill will be altered in some in- 
stances by the Premier. I do not believe these on dits, but it may, of 
course, be that they are in accordance with the truth. The Lords will 
at once begin to dvbate the second of the nine Judicial Bills. In ge- 
neral, the opinion about them is most favourable, and I am quite con- 
vinced that there is no chance whatsoever that this important measure, 
which was initiated by Mr. Van Lynden, will be outvoted. Before 
they left the Royal residence they approved the re-appearance of the 
Java Monetary Bill, because this would lead to a uniformity in the 
monetary system between the mother country and the Eastern posses- 
sions. 

On the 17th inst. will take place the election of the successors of 
‘Mr. Baron Van Mackay (who starts to England) and of Mr. De Vries, 
for Amsterdam. As candidates for the first named (district 
Tiel) are announced Messrs. W. H.De Beaufort and H. J, Dyckmeester, 
whilst those for Mr. De Vries are Messrs. A. Kerdyk and C. Van 
Heukelom. 

‘The association of beet-root sugar manufacturers has forwarded an 
address to the Minister of the Financial Department, laying before him 
several claims against the sugar-convention, from maintaining the 
excise on sugar. The underwriters ask the Minister to bring forward 
a Bill to abolish these excise, so that the convention will become ac- 
ceptable for our trade. 

‘The Staats Courant states that Mr. E. Mahoreich, Dutch Vice-Co 
sul at Suez, was of his special request distaissed from his functions, and 
the Consul of Austria in that town succeeded him. 

I regret to note the sudden death of the pensioned General Van 
Winsheim. He died, eighty-four years old, at the Hague. 

Preparations on a very large scale are being made here for an inter- 
national flower-show, which will be opened within a few days.

‘The Times reports that the troopship Orontes, Capt. E, H. Seymour, 
arrived at Natal on thz 28th of February, from Singapore and Mauri- 
tius. Immediately on the arrival of the ship the captain put himself 
in quarantine, and it was ascertained that there were no fewer than 37 
cases of measles on board. ‘The Orontes left Singapore on the 29th of 
January, with the following as passengers for Mauritius and England : 
Col. G.S. Tilly, R.E., commanding troops on board ; Lieut.-Col. Lynch, 
Ist Battalion 10th Regiment ; Lieut.-Col. Amiel, 80th Regiment ; ono

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The court-martial on Capt. Stevens, of Her Majesty'sship Barracouta, 
still continues. There are over fifty counts in the indictment, the prin- 
cipal of which are to the effect that the prisoner “did, from about the 
sth of July, 1876, to the end of that year, give a number of orders to 
Mr. Allen Fitzroy Gain, Paymaster, which were not included in the 
Paymaster's instructions as set out by the Admiralty, and which orders 
properly belonged to other officers of the ship, both equal in rank to 
Mr. Gain and below his rank, the orders being vexatious and harassing, 
‘and caloulated to impede the Paymaster in the proper performance of 
his duties, and did, moreover, injure his health, whereby he was at 
times incapitated fom performing them.” 

Lieutenant-General Francis Rawdon Edward Rowcroft, 
of Her Majesty's Indian Ariny, died a few days since at the age of 
seventy-four. He eutered the Bengal army in 1819, and served in the 
Indian mutiny campaign of 1857-58. He commanded as brigadier the 
Sarun and Goruckpore field force, with the naval brigade of Her 
Majesty's ship Pearl in the various actions in which the force was en- 
gaged. He was made a C.B. for his services in the field, and received 
the Indian mutiny medal. He was promoted to the rank of major- 
general in January, 1862, and became licutenant-general in June, 
1870. 

"The intention of appointing Rear-Admiral Houston Stewart, CB. 
the present Controller of the Navy, to the post of Superintendent of 
Portsmouth Dockyard, to enable him to qualify for promotion and 
then return to the Admiralty, bas been abandoned in favour of the 
more direct course of specially promoting that officer by Order in 
Council, this enabling him at once to take his proper place on the 
Active List of Vice-Admirals. Rear-Admiral the Hon. Fitzgerald 
Foley will consequently succeed Rear-Admiral Sir Leopold M'Clintock, 
‘at Portsmouth, at the end of the present month. 

The Queen, on receipt of a memorial from the Admiralty, has di- 
rected, by order in Couneil, that in future half-pay, in addition to the 
emoluments of office, shall be granted to Her Majesty's naval and 
marine aides-de-camp ; also to lords commissioners of the Achniralty, 
secretaries to the Admiralty, controllers of the navy, and directors of 
naval ordnance who may be naval officers; also to naval or marine 
officers who may be holding appointments connected with the naval 
service of any of the British colonies, subject to the approval of the Ad- 
miralty and ‘Treasury. 

‘The armour-plated ship Triumph has arrived in Plymouth Sound 
from the Mediterranean, having been in collision with the screw steamer 
Benjamin Whitworth, belonging to Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan, and 
Co, of Middlesbrough. ‘The night wos fine, with little wind, and both 
stenmers had seen each other sufficiently long to reduce speed, 80 that 
the force of the collision was not great. ‘The Triumph was uninjured, 
and the Benjamin Whitworth suffered little damage. 

‘The appointment of Licut.-Generil Clement Alexander Edwerds, 
C.B,, to be colonel of the 2nd Foot, in the room of the late General 
Spink, is gazetted. Licut.-General Edwards entered the army in 1829, 
and serred in the first Chinese war, in the Burmese war 1852-53, in 
the Crimea from Dec. 30, 1854, and in the suppression of the Indian 
mutiny in 1858-59. He some time since filled the office of Inspector- 
General of Recruiting. 

The determination of the Government to construct, not experi- 
mentally but wholesale, several war ships of stool, is a sufficient. indi- 
cation that one of the most obstinate difficulties in shipbuilding has 
been overcome, ‘The Iris and Mercury, which are now under construc- 
tion at Pembroke, and are rapidly approaching completion, are the first 
steel vessels built for the Royal Navy. 

‘Major-General C, P. Beauchamp Walker, C. 
tary attaché at Berlin, has tendered his resignation in that capacity, 
and it is not known if his place will be filled. General Walker's re- 
tirement from his present post is much regretted both in Court and 
military circles at Berlin, as he is highly popular in both. 

The Commander-in-Chief has issued the expected order for the re- 
organisation of the Royal Artillery. It sets forth that on July 1 next 
the artillery service will be divided into three brigades of horse artillery, 
six of field artillery, five of garrison artillery, and one of const artillery, 
and then proceeds to give the stations of these brigades, with details as 
to the commands and internal regulations. 

Rear-Admiral Rowley Latnbert has been directed by telegram to 
proceed with the detached equndron from St. Vincent, Cape de Verdes, 
direct to Devonport, where a late Captain of one of the ships of the 
squadron will be tried by court-martial, 

The Lords of the Admiralty have conferred special promotion to the 
rank of deputy-inspector-general of hospitals und ficets on Fleet-sur- 
geon Thomas Colin, BE.D., for his services with the Arctic Expedition.

—We have again to report. a month of extreme quiet in the Raw Silk 
market, accompanied with a marked decline in values.
